1. Applicant's amendment filed on 6/19/07 has been entered and made of record. 
Claims 6-8, 12-37, 43, 53-75 canceled. 

Claims 1- 5, 9 - 11, 38- 52 are pending in the application. 
In response to applicant's amendment to claim 1 and the rejection under 102(b) has 
been withdrawn with this amendment claims 1- 5, 9 - 1 1, 38- 52 are pending in the 
application. 

Response to Argument 

2. Applicant's arguments see page 5, of the remarks, filed 6/19/08, with respect to 
claims 1-65 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1- 
65 has been withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments see page 5, of the remarks, filed 6/19/07, with respect to the 
rejection of claims 1-65 102 (e) and 103(a) rejections have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn and claims 1-5, 9- 
1 1 , 38-52 are now allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-5, 9-11, 38- 52 are allowed and renumbered as 1-22. 

As pointed out by the applicant in the remark, (see page 5, of the remarks, filed 
6/19/08 with respect to claims 1-5, 9-11, 38-52 have been fully considered and as a
